Late advices from Cape May bring informa-
tion of an aceldent which occurred yesterday at
that resort, and which was very nearly atteu led
with fatal results.

A young mun, & son of Hon. Heary M. Watts,
who was formerly United States Minister to
Austria under President Johneson, was bathing
in the breakers, and swimmiog at some cistance
from the beach.

While beyond hia depth his strength suddenly
failed him, and be found himself sinkisg, His
cries soon altracted the attention of a large
crowd npon the shore, who, by lond shouts and
by the waviog of hats and the like, endeavored
to make known the danger to those in the life-
boat which was just outside the breakers. No
assistance conld be rendered by the boat; and
but for the intervention of other aid. the youns
man must undoubtediy have lost his life,
Mr. Hugh MeCauley was swimming
at the time, with a rope tied around him
with wbich his friends on shore were
amusing themselves by pulling the
swimmer in after he had gone oul a con-
siderable distance. As soon as Mr, McUauley
discovered the danger he swam to the
drowning man and caught him by the hair. The

wople on shore then began drawing them lu.
Vuben about balf-way in the rope broke, pro-
ducing the greatest excitement. A line of
people joined band in hind was immodiately
formed and stretched ont to them. They were
both finally landed, but the young man when
rescuied was entirely inanlmate and had to be
arried to the hotel, where restoratives were
applied and the body rolled until respiration
returned. By means of these appliances he soon
recovered and is doing well, but his escape was
VETy DArrow.
lives by going in the line with Mr. MceCauley
were Messrs. L. T, Barnes, Sanderson Martin,
and George T. Lewis, to whom great praise
is due.

The accident proves conclusively the uscless-
ness of the life-boat in similar dangerous cases,
and shows the great felly of those who o
bayond thelr depth. Teo much care cannot be
exercised by the bathers.

Another accident took place later in the day,
when Mr. Harrison De Bilver had a narrow es-
cape from drowning. He was rescued by Mr.
Michnel Weaver.

Tobaceco nnd the Hevenne.

Bupervigor FPresbrey, of Virginia, makes the
following report:—

*The collections from manufactured tobacco
in the S8tate of Virginia for the fiscal year ending
June 80, 1870, amounted to @4, 14607765, belog
Al excess or gain over the previous flseal year
of $2,043,503°54, an Increase of vearly 180 per
ceut. The total revenue from the same source,
cantelled by paid tobacco stamps, for 1 monthe,
from March 1, 1868, under the present adminis
tration, amounted to the sum of 25, 114,521°78,
while the collections from the eame source for
the fiecal years of 1806-67-08, and eight montha
of 1868, amounted to the sum_ of 1,440,120'51,
thowing #3,074,401°27 more collected in the past
sixteen months then wons collected in the
pievious forty-four months, In addition to the
taxes collected from tobacco in the various
districts in the State, during the last sixteen
wonthe, there were ehipped in bond for export
aud for withdrawal for consumption in other
warkets outside of the State, 23,150,435 ponnds,
the tax upon which, if credited to Virginia,
would ehow a contribution during the period
above named to the National Treasucy of over
elght milhon dollars. The prospects of the
pew tobaceo crop and the general condition of
the trade indicate & hopeful future both to the
panter and manufacturer, and warrant the ex-
pectation of a still larger revenne to the Gov-
ernment during the present fiscal year.”

The Clvil Appreprintion Bill.

Wasningron, July 18.—~The sundry elvil ser-
vice appropriation bill, as it came from the com-
mittee of conference and passed both houses,
contaiped a provision that public lands which
have been withdrawn for any resson, and after-
wards restored, sball thereafter be subject only
to homestead and pre-emption entry.
